The Duke of Vendome is 
advancing from Monte Baldo« towards Tyrol, but 
General Vaubonne is pofted near Ario with 4000 
Regular Soldiers and feveral thoufand. armed Boors 
to make head againft him. The Bavarians have 
been fore’d. to quit moft of the Places of which they 
were poffefs'd in Tyrol,. and to retire by Scharnitz 
towards Seefeld ; fome of them are retreated back 
to Mitterwalr. ”Tis fuppos’d General Heyfter with 
the Body of Troops he commands has joyn’d General 
Guttenitein. 

Munich, Auguft 7. 4000 Men are at work to 
fortifie Seefeld, and ’tis faid our Elector defigns to 
fecupa Toll there. Yefterday pafs'd by this Place 
the Regiments of Cuiraffiers of Wiechel and Verita 
coming out of Tyrol. “Tis faid they are march’d 

Auburg, Augutt 9. The French, in number 7000 
Men, are advane’d from Moute Baldo to Brentonico, 
whither General Solari is moving with 4c00 Men. 
The Elector of Bavaria has given direCtions for 
ftrongly fortifying Seefeld ; and “tis expected that 
he will wait there for frefh Forces, and with them 
makea 2d Atrempt in Tyrol to recover Infpruck, 
Hail,and other Places which he was oblig’d to aban- 
don. The lofs of the Bavarians in Tyrol is com- 
puted to be 4 or 5000 Men. They write from Vi- 
enna, that Count Staremberg has detach’d 12000 of 
his Men after the Duke of Vendome, to take poft in 
the Mountains and.prevent his retreat if he fhould 

oblig’d to it. The Elector of Bavaria is now at 
Seefeld; he has {ent all his Cavalry back towards 


the Danube, and has order’d a Reinforcement of 


Tnfantry tocome to him. The Peafants of Tyrol 
have retaken Ehrenberg and Reutte. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Augeft 23. 
Trent, Auguft 2. The French under the Duke of 
Vendome having fore’d the Imperial Intrenchments 


near Bremonico lye now encamp’d there : They 


found the Houfes well provided thereabouts, but no 


Inhabitants in them, they having thought beft to 
abandon them. The Enemy give out that they will 
attack Torbole which lies within 5 Leagues of them, 
in order to keep open a Communication with the 
Lake of Garda, and facilitate their Junction with 
the Bayarians : But they muft firft be Mafters of 
the Caftle of Nago, which ftands on fo high and 
fteep a Hill, that they will find it no eafie Task. 
Their Generals Vaubecourt and Biffy put themfelves 
in March yefterday with 2 Brigades and the Regi- 
ment of Dragoons of du Heron towards the {aid 
Caftle. General Medavi with the Detachment of 
French under his command, is already arriy’d in the 
Territory of this Bithoprick.

frequent Skirmifhes happen, in one of which the 
young Count of Nothhaft was ,morta!ly wounded, 
and is brought to Munich. 

Ausburg, Auguft 16. The French are advanc'd to 
Galliano in the Trentin ; but the Letters from Bol- 
zano of the 8th fay, that General Solari is in a Con: 
dition to put a ftop to their further Progrefs, and 
that we may quickly expect to hear of Action from 
thence. The Elector of Bavaria continues at Mit+ 
terwald, intending to try once more to bring about 
his Defigns on Tyrol.

Trent, Auguft 8, Yefterday 300 French came over 
the Lake of Garda, and landed, but were imme- 
diately cut in pieces by the Peafants ; and 7 Veffels 
with Men in them which advanc’d towards the Shore 
to fuccour thofe 300, were funk by our Cannon.

ift of this Month. "Tis probable the Duke of Ven- 
dome will continue fome time in this Camp, to 
wait the coming up of his Cannon, which ‘tis very 
difficult to carry through fuch rough ways, ‘Tis 
given out thar the Duke of Vendome had advice, 
that the Elector of Bavaria left Infpruch on the 
18th of «laft Month with his Troops, to advance 
towards Brixen in order to meet him.

San Benedetta, July 31. The Duke of Vendome 
has taken Torbole and Nago, before which he loft 
but 50'Men: And he has laid Siege to a Fort within

at Uriaff, Auguft 8. Yetterday the Marthal de Tal-
